OF MEAT PRICES.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.— 
Prices of meat animals, hogs, 
cattle, sheep and chickens, in- 
creased 4.1 per cent. from Au- 
gust 15 to September 15, com- 
pared with an average increase 
of 0.9 per cent. in the same 
period the lart six years.

OF MUNITIONS MAKERS. 


Poison from Gases Causes not Only Skin Affections, 
but More Serious Ailments, Including Acute Degen- 
eration of the Liver—Muse um of Safety, to be Estab- 


lished in Washington, Rec ommended.

EW YORK, Sept. 29.—Dangers 
aside from_ accidents that 
menace the health of muni- 
tions workers in the manufacture of 
high explosives were recognized of- 
ficially at the annual meeting of the 
American Chemical Society here to- 


day, during discussion of occupa- 
tional diseases in the chemical 
trade. It was shown that poison- 


ing from gases causes not only skin 
affections, but leads to more serious 
ailments, 

A committee recommended that a 
museum of safety be established in 
Washington, where national, State 
and municipal officialé and repre- 
sentatives of selected lines of chem- 
ical activity might co-operate in an 
effort to minimize the risk. , 

Dr. Alice Hamilton of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, Chicago, said it 
had been found that gases very 
poisonous in character are evolved 


in large quantities in the manufac- 
ture of guncotton, nitroglycerine,

picric acid and the new explosive, 
trinitrotoluene. 

“These products themselves are 
often poisonous,” Dr. Hamilton 
said, “causing distressing skin af- 
fections on those handling them, 
and when absorbed more disastrous 
disturbances are alterations in the 
N or acute degeneration of the 

ver. 

“The number of.cases of fairly 
serious industrial poisoning which 
have occurred in this country since 
the outbreak of the European war 
is far from negligible.’’ 

Dr. W. A. Lynott of the Bureau 
of Mines, Washington, said that the 
death rate from tuberculosis in the 
mining district of Joplin, Mo., is 
200.8 per 100,000 population, while 
the average of the country is less 
than 150 per 100,000. 

“The general opinion seems to be 
that flint dust from drilling and oth- 
er operations in the lead and zinc 
mines of the district is largely re- 


sulting from this condition,” he 
said. “Tuberculosis among coal 
miners is uncommon, many mine 


surgeons being under the impres- 
sion that coal or coal dust acts as a 
preventive.”

“The Rumanian policy was now 
guided by Primier Bratiano, who at- 


tempted to gain riches without 
making great sacrifices at the ex- 
pense of the party suffering defeat | 
in the war. The main point was | 
to discover in time which party was 
about to win final victory, in order 
not to be too late. Nevertheless 
during the first year of the war, 
probably after the fall of Lemberg, 
Premier Bratiano, leaving his 
sovereign in ignorance, concluded a 
treaty of neutrality with Russia. 
After the fall of Przemysl he thought 
the time had come to reach an un- 
derstanding in regard to pay for 
Judas-like treason, but the negotia- 
tions failed. Russia desired to in- 
crease her own vast territory by 
taking Bukowina, while Rumania 
not only wished this same Bokowina 
but also all Hungarian territory as 
far as the Theiss, 

The Chancellor added that in 
spite of this failure Rumanta's 
policy of neutrality favored the 
Entente more and more. He said 
Rumania attempted to collaborate 
with the British efforts to establish 
a blockade of Germany by with- 
holding grain purchased by Ger- 
many until the grain was obtained 
by means of energetic pressure. The 
Premier again hesitated when the 
central powers, initiating the offen- 
sive in Galicia in the spring of last 
year, broke through the Russian line 
at Corlice. and was in doubt whether 
he had placed his wager on the right 
horse. Negotiations with the Entente 
were almost suspended. 

RUSSIA. 


“The Russian’ - offensive this 
spring,” the Chancellor continued, 
‘made Premier Bratiano believe he 
saw the breaking down of the 
central powers. Accordingly he 
decided to obtain a share when the 
robbery of the dead body began. 
Furthermore the Entente powers 
nad a freer hand in conducting 
negotiations than others. 

“In the middle of August, Bratiano 
came to terms with our enemies. 
He reserved for himself however. 
the decision as to the time actual 
hostilities were to be inaugurated 
and attempted to make it dependent 
on military conditions.

LONDON, Sept. 29.—The address 
of the German Imperial Chancellor, 
Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg, in the 
Reichstag, is more remarkable for 
what it omitted than for what it 


said, according to Lord Robert Ce- 
cil, Minister of War Trade, who, in 
discussing the speech with the Asso- 
ciated Press today, declared the 
most significant fact in connection 
with the Chancellor's utterance was 
his failure to mention um, 

Lord Robert said: 

“There is a very definite change in 
the tone of the speech over the pre- 
vious efforts of the Chancellor. The 
talk of a complete German victory is 
entirely absent. Another remark- 
able thing was that there was not a 
word about Belgium, The signifi- 
cance of this is probably that he was 
unable to say anything about Bel- 
gium, as hia listeners can be as- 
sumed to be the whole world and he 
was bound to offend a section of it 
if Belgium was mentioned. And, 


equally, he would offend his own/ 


people if he expressed a de 
tion to give up that country. 


CALLED OLD TRICK, 


“Dr. Von Bethmann-Hollweg’s de- 
nunciation of England contained 
nothing really new. It was merely 
the old trick of attempting to con- 
vinee our allies that we are trading 
on their efforts and bleeding them 
to death in the process, but recent 
events on the Somme ought to con- 
vince him of his error. The idea 
that we want world supremacy is 
fantastic.“ 

Discussing this phase of the Chan- 
cellor’s speech Lord Robert declared: 

“You will note that in this race 
for commercial supremacy England 
is the chief opponent to be feared, 
the United States being left out al- 
together.” 

Lord Robert continued: 

“I note in the portion of the 
speech devoted to efforts for peace 
that my name is used, but I cannot 
understand his complaint. That 
Germany was.once ready for peace 
means nothing, as, naturally, every- 
body is always ready for peace on his 
own terms. The Germans are ready, 
not for peace, but for a truce to en- 
able them to prepare to enforce 
their own terms on the world. There 
will be no peace so long as Germany 
is content to be ruled by a military 
caste.” 


Discussing the reference in the 
Chancellor's speech to the death of 
the King of Rumania, the Minister 
of War Trade said: 

“Of course, it is quite possible that

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) Sept. 29.— 
Gold imports from Europe and Can- 
ada that yet may be expected to 
come into the United States were 
placed at $400,000,000 by F. J. II.

“On August 26, the day preceding 
Rumania’s declaration of war, the 
King said to the Austro-Hungarian 
Minister that he did not wish war. 
add in passing that Bratiano at the 
same time assured the Austro-Hun- 
garian representative that he had de- 
cided to maintain neutraliay and that 
the outcome of the session of the 
Crown Council, which had been 
called for the following day, would 
prove the truth of his words. 

“As late as August 23 the En- 
tente powers had not decided at what 
moment Rumania ought to dedare 
war. We knew this from a most re- 
liable source. The Rumanian army 
still lacked preparedness and par- 
tleularly lacked munitions, as was 
proved later at the time of the fall 
of Turtukul and SBilistria. 

“Then events were precipitated, 
From information which may be 
considered reliable, it appears that 
Russia suddenly presented an ulti- 
matum that she would cross the un- 
protected Rumanian frontier if Ru- 
mania did not begin war before Au- 
gust 28. Whether this ultimatum 
was a piece of comedy, prearranged 
with Bratiano, in order to influence 
the hesitating King,_I leave unde- 
cided, but the die was cast. 

“M. Briand (Premier of France) 
in his latest discourse, praised the 
beauty and loveliness of Rumania’s 
procedure. Political conditions of 
such a nature that orders of kings 
and ministers amount to noth- 
ing show the doubleful value of those 
ideals of liberty, justice and civiliza- 
tion for which the Entente pretends 
that it fights. Since the beginning 
of the world war, Rumania has fol- 
lowed a policy of piracy, depending 
upon the general war situation. Ru- 
mania’s military capitulation will 
prove as mistaken as her political 
capitulation to her Entente friends, 
which already has been proved to 
have been wrong. They must have 
hoped earnestly that Rumania’s par- 
ticipation in the war would cause the 
defection of Bulgaria and Turkey, 
but Turkey and Bulgaria are not the 
same as Rumania and Italy. Firm 
and inviolable stands their faithful- 
ness as allies and they have won 
giorious victories in Dobrudja.” 

QUESTION -OF DEFENSE. 


The Chancellor insisted that from 
the beginning the war had been for 
Germany, “nothing but defense of 
our right to life and liberty,” and 
said that therefore, Germany, the 
first and only one of all the bel- 
ligerents, had declared the readiness 
for peace negotiations on December 
9, 1915, and on several occasions 
bsequently. 

“We did our duty,” he continued.

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 29,—Having 
achieved a wonderful record in fort 
building at San Diego, Capt. A. II. 
Acher of the Corps of Engineers of 
the army will leave Sunday for San 
Pedro to take charge of the con- 
struction work at Fort McArthur, 
under Maj, Pillsbury. 

Hiis work in constructing the new 
mortar batteries at Fort Rosecrans 
probably never has been exceeded for 
speed of execution. Starting with a 
rough hillside near Point Loma eight 
months ago, Capt. Acher is leaving 
behind him a complete concrete fort 
with gun pits for eight mortars. 
About two years would have been 
a reasonable time allowed for the 
construction of the new fort.

AWAITING MORTARS. 


The mortars for the new battery at 
Fort Rosecrans have not yet arrived 
but are expected any day. They will 
practically complete the defenses of 
San Diego bay. 

In addition to these mortars, Fort 
Rosecrans has a battery of four ten- 
inch disappearing guns. At the 
time of their installation, ten years 
ago, they were adequate. They ought 
to be replaced now with guns of 
higher range. Modern warships out- 
shoot them by several miles. Later, 
there are to be constructed several 
water batteries on Point Loma for 
the protection of the sloping shore- 
line near the light house. These guns 
are intended as a protection against 
parties nding by night. There 
also will be an increase in the 
battery of rapid-fire guns which pro- 
tect the mine flelds at the entrance 
to the bay. 

SHOULD CLOSE DRIVE. 

The chief improvement now 
needed in the defenses of San Diego 
bay is an order closing to civilians 
the famous Point Loma drive. The 
existence of this road is a peril. From 
it, one can look down onto all the 
batteries and detect the location of 
the fire-control stations which are 
the heart of the defenses. Some time 
ago, a foreigner with a camera was 
discovered taking photographs ‘of 
the defenses from this road. The 
army officers have been pleading 
for a long time with the government 
to close the road but political pres- 
sure has been too * the other 
way. 

The new fort will be no protec- 
tion to the city of San Diego—only 
to the harbor anchorage. It would not 
prevent an enemy's taking San Diego 
from the landside.

ASKS REINSTATEMENT. 

Karnellas wag discharged from the 
hotel by Joseph Kopolorus two days 
ago and during the noon hour rush 
applied for reinstatement. It was 
refused and Sotoris, who was pass- 
ing at the time, said something to 
Karnelias. Karnellas seized a heavy 
coffee urn and felled Sotoris, fractur~ 
ing his skull by a blow with the urn. 
House Detective Brock was called 
and when Karnellas saw him ap- 
proach he drew his revolver and 
dashed from the kitchen into the 
boiler-room, firing as he ran. One 
of the bullets struck Brock in the 
abdomen and he was forced to

The matter came before the court 
on a petition for a writ of mandate 
filed by David C. Narver. Narver 
asked that the writ direct the Secre- 
tary of State to omit the name of a 
Progressive candidate in th Tenth 
District from his list of ose en- 
titled to certificate of n ation for 
the coming general election. 

CLAIM OF PETITION. 

The petition claimed that by vir- 
tue of certain provisions of the pri- 
mary act of 1913, Benedict was in- 
eligible to be the Progressive nomi- 
nee. The point relied upon in the 
petition was that the fact that he 
was defeated for the Republican 
nomination brought him squarely 
within the language of subdivision 
No. 8 of section No. 6 of the 
primary act, which states “nothing 
herein shall be construed as pro- 
hibiting the independent nomination 
of candidates as provided by Sec- 
tion No. 1188 of the Political Code 
except that a candidate who has 
filed nomination papers as one of

section No. 1188 of the Political Code 
except that no candidate defeated 
for a party nomination for such of- 
fice at the primary may be so nomi- 
nated.” 

The opinion was written by Chief 
Justice Angellotti and was concurred 
in by all the other justices except 
Associate Justice Sloss, who did not

IS IN MERGER. 


Reports of Deal with Doheny 
Combine Crystallize. 


Company Officers Decline to 
Discuss Negotiations. 


Sharp Advance of Stock Upon 
Exchange a Feature. 


That a deal is being negotiated in 
this city whereby the Union Oil 
Company may shortly be brought in- 
to the Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Company is the tenor of 
& report which has agitated financial 
circles here during the past sev- 
eral weeks. The Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Company 
is the big E. L. Doheny corpora- 
tion, organized about a year ago for 
the purpose of including the Doheny 


try under one general organization, 
and also to make provision.for the 
absorption of outside concerns. 

A report was in circulation yester- 
day that the deal had been closed. 
Mr. Doheny could not be reached 
last night, and W. L. Stewart, presi- 
dent of the Union Oj] Company, de- 
clined to discuss any phase of the 
deal at this time. Other officials of 
the company, while also indicating 
their knowledge of the existence of 
negotiations, declined to discuss them. 
In one case, the advance in the price 
of Union Oil stock, which has lately 
occurred, was referred solely to the 


business. 

At the time the Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Company 
was organized it was planned to make 
the Union Ol Company, the In- 
dependent Producers Agency com- 
panies, and other concerns, a part of 
the consolidation, but this scheme 
was opposed by Andrew Weir, the 
large British stockholder in the 
Union. During his recent visit to 
this city, however, it is reported, Mr. 
Weir assumed a somewhat different 
attitude on the subject of the deal. 

Union Ou stock has made a sur- 
prising advance on the local ex- 
change. The stock vesterday crossed 
$98. This advance started from 
around $80 as long ago as a month, 
but the mést surprising gain has been 
made in the past week or ten days. 

Mr. Doheny has admittedly been 
in the market for oil properties, and 
has made a number of purchases of 


lesser order in the past few months. 


These have, however, been sufficient 
to aggregate over $1,000,060. 

Nothing could be done in the gen- 
eral absorption of the Union Ol 
Company, it is said, without the con- 
sent of the stockholders. although it 
might be possible for Mr. Doheny to 
take over the control in the $35.-: 
000,000 ofl corporation, from the 
larger interests. 

The Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Company has a capitali- 
zation of $150.000,000, of which 128. 
000,000 is preferred and 125.000.000 
common stock. The oricinal deals 
absorbed about $20,000,000 of the 
common and $10,000.000 of the pre- 
ferred stock in the corporation, and 
the companies included were the 
Mexican Petroleum, Buena Fe, Pe- 
troleum Transport and Caloric. Mr. 
Doheny is backed in his projects by 
a strong syndicate of New York 
bankers. .

DENY SAUL PETITION. 


State Supreme Court Refuses to 
Grant Writ of Habeas Corpus,

FTER a year spent peacefully 

in Beverly Hills, a year in di-

week for New York. Baron Von 
Kleydorf, who is a great singer, as 
well as an officer of the German 
army, goes to sing a series of bari- 
tone roles for the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company during the 
coming season. For twelve years be- 
fore the outbreak of the war he was 
leading baritone for the Berlin 
Grand Opera Company, though his 
first stage experience was in this

It is not by his oWn choice that 
Baron Von Kleydorf is not at the 
front today, as he was early in the 
war. During those’ first strenuous 
weeks when the German army was 
fighting its way Paris-ward Baron 


Von Kleydorf was severely wound- 
ed, and not being in good general 
health, it was necessary for him to be 
honorably retired from service. 
The Baroness was in Paris with her 
children when war was declared, and 
could not return to their Berlin 
home, so came to America, the home 
of her girlhood, for Baroness Von 
Kleydorf was Miss Paula Busch bt 
Chicago, a daughter of Ansel Busch. 
Though Baron Von Kleydorf did not 
know his family was in this country 
he too came here after his severe ill- 
ness, and it was several months be- 
fore husband and wife discovered 
each other on the same neutral soil.

There is a probability that the 
charter amendment election called 
for October 24 will not be held, it 
developed yesterday. If this course 
is decided on an effort will be made 
to obtain postponement of the voting 
on the initiative ordinance allowing 
dancing in hotels and cafes, thus 
saving the city between $30,000 and 
$35,000. 

The attention of Mayor Woodman 
was drawn yesterday to the fact that 
the proposed amendment which 
would permit the consolidation of 
the offices of Assessor and Tax Col- 
lector in the city and county has a 
rider which would allow the trans- 
fer to the county “of any other 
municipal functions of the city” oth- 
er than legislative functions. This 
can only be done by ordinance ap- 
proved by the electors but the Mayor 
considers it dangerous and he is in 
favor of calling off the election next 
month. 

DISLIKES WORDING. 

“I do not think we should hold an 
election now,” he said. “I think this 
amendment on consolidation is dan- 
gerous. the way it is worded. I am 
thoroughly in favor of city and 
county consolidation but this does 
not look good.” 

Mayor Woodman was emphatic in 
saying that while he is strong for 
city and county consolidation he is 
firmly opposed to county and city 
,consolidation, which is decidedly dif- 
ferent. “It makes the tail of the 
elephant wag the elephant,” is the 
way he put it. “I never will sur- 
render city control, to the county.” 

The sweeping nature of the 
amendment was called to Mayor 
Woodman’s attention by Lorin A. 
Handley, president of the Board of 
Public Works, after a conference 
with City Treasurer Powell and City 
Tax and License Collector Conrad. 
They say the amendment is part of a

vada and California’ Unfortunately 
for Mr. Wells, he was too late to 
file his complaint in the Federal 
court, but the papers have been 
placed in the hands of M. C. Atchi- 
son, to be filed as soon as the clerk's 
office is opened this morning. 


SPECIFIC CHARGES. 

In the complaint Mr. Wells al- 
leges that the defendants did ma- 
liciously, wickedly, corruptly and 
falsely conspire, connive, abet, en- 
courage and advise” the sending of 
the alleged libelous matter for the 
“sole purpose to vex, annoy, worry, 
discredit and harass” him; to bring 
him into public Scandal and dis- 
grace; to destroy his practice as a 
lawyer; to oppress and impoverish [ 
him, and to injure his professional 
character. 

Embodied in the complaint are 
letters which Mr. Wells alleges were 
sent out by the defendants. These 
letters allege that Mr. Wells is “not 
a man of business integrity, and 
that he has been guilty of serious 
irregularities and improprieties in 
his practice as a lawyer; that he se- 
cured admission to the bar of Ne- 
vada by concealment: that the or- 
der authorizing him to practice be- 
fore the bar in California was in- 
duced by fraud, and that “the moral 
character of Mr. Wells is such that, 
had it been known to the court at 
the time of his admission, the ap- 
plication would surely have been 
denied.” 

*“OUTTERLY UNFIT.” 

Another letter embodied in the 
complaint, and which Mr. Wells al- 
leges was written over the signa- 
ture of E. E. Keech and addressed 
to F. H. Norcross, chief justice of 
the Supreme Court of Nevada, states 
that Mr. Wells's “conduct in organ- 
izing a social club at Huntington 
Beach, for the purpose of defeating 
the prohibitory ordinance in force 
there, and in advising witnesses 
against his clients that it was best 
to forget, as nothing could be done 
with them if they did not remem- 
ber, was such convincing evidence 
of his utter lack of moral standard 
and appreciation of his duties as a 
citizen, as convinced the judge, the 
attorneys on both sides of the case, 
and everyone who understood the 
facts, that he was utterly unfit to

FORGETS BIRTHDATES.

The burning of the family Bible 
several years ago made it very hard 
for Mrs. Michael McCarthy to re- 
member the exact birth dates of her 
eight children.

ALSEHOODS FOR FODDER. 

How it was that the State of Missouri 
happened to elect James A. Reed to the 
United States Senate is incomprehensible, 
for Missouri bears for her motto two words 
that are a key which unlocks the door of 
the Temple of Truth. They are an Ithuriel 
spear whose touch sends Error howling 
to the depths. They are the words 
“Show me.” Yet among the many wild 
and ignorant statements made on the floor 
of Congress during the “consideration” of 
the Adamson law the blue ribbon should 
be awarded to Senator Reed. He said that 
by actual mathematics it could be demon- 
strated that an engineer holding the throt- 
tle on a locomotive on a fast passenger 
train had to read and record in his own 
brain six signals every second. Signals 
are passed at stations. A train running 
sixty miles an hour traverses eighty-eight 
feet a second. Are there stations every fif- 
teen feet on any railroad anywhere? 

Senator Reed declared that eight hours 
is enough for that kind of labor and there 
fore he would support the eight-hour law. 
The actual fact is—as stated in the Rail- 
way Age-Gazette—that the engineers on 
the Twentieth Century are changed seven 
times in twenty-four hours between Chi- 
cago and New York; that not one of them 
runs for more than four hours a trip, and 
that each of them receives considerably 
more than a day’s pay for each trip of 
three or four hours that he makes on the 
Century. Five hours is the basis for a 
day’s pay for all passenger engineers on 
the eastern roads, and no passenger ever 
rides behind an engineer who works as 
many as eight hours a day. 

Either Senator Reed listened with art- 
less credulity to the romancing of a labor- 
union delegate or else he is himself a ro- 
mancer who was not excelled by Mendez 
Pinto or Munchausen or Ananias.

The American Railway Employees’ Jour- 
nal, in its September number, states that 
225 railway presidents receive average sal- 
aries of $75,000 per annum: that 225 gen- 
eral managers and 225 traffic managers 
receive average salaries of $50,000 per an- 
num, and 225 general passenger agents and 
225 general freight agents receive average 
salaries of $40,000 per annum; It makes 
the salaries “good-will” gifts, and expenses 
of these officers and those of their assist- 
ants, added to those of attorneys, amount 
to $113,577,000 per annum. 


The Railway Age-Gazette corrects these 


figures on the authority of data furnished 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and shows that all the general officers 
named by the Railway Employees’ Journal 
and, in addition, the vice-presidents, gen- 
eral counsel and heads of the engineering 
and mechanical departments on all the rail- 
roads in the United States are 5740 in num- 
ber, and their total annual compensation 
is $21,338,995 instead of $113,577,000 as 
stated by the Railway Employees’ Journal. 

The Rallway Age-Gazette further says:— 


“A great many people like to answer 
almost any kind of an argument per- 
taining to railroad affairs with some 
poppycock about high salaries or wa- 
tered stock, and they usually water the 
salaries even more than they claim the 
financiers have watered the stock. 
Many more waste time that might be 
more profitably devoted to getting their 
own salaries raised in figuring out how 
many automobiles they would buy if 

‘Mr. Rockefellgr would only divide his 
reputed $1,000,000,000 among 100,900,000 
people. The editor of the Employees’ 
Journal reminds the public ‘that the 
above salaries all come out of your 
pockets;’ three-fourths of them do not 
come out of anybody's pocket, but out 
of hot air. For his benefit let us refer 
to statement No. 24 of the Interstate 
Commerce Comitiiission’s Statistics of 
Railways for 1914, which shows that 
the total compensation for the year of 
all railroad officers, both and 
other, including some that are less than 
the wages of some of their organized 
subordinates, amounted to just 845. 
586.150. This is less than the amount 
which Congress has just handed to the 
train employees to persuade them to 
kindly refrain from striking. This arti- 
cle in the American Railway Emplovees’ 
Journal illustrates the monstrous and 
vicious lies on which railway employees 
are constantly fed by a large part of 
the journals published for their espectal 
edification, and indicates one of the 
principal reasons why there is.so much 
discontent and disloyalty among cer- 
tain classes of employees.” 


RIZONA SENATORSHIP. 
Strong assurances come from Arizona 
that Judge Joseph H. Kibbey will be elected 
this fall to the Senatorial seat now occu- 
pied by that oratorical prodigy, Henry 
Fountain Ashurst. May it come to pass! 


Ashurst has been quoted as remarking that 


Arizona is as safely Democratic as Ala- 
bama. He has been advancing his candi- 
dacy befere the Arizonans by the mails, 
saving a few thousand dollars by the use 
of the franking privilege, a small matter 
that has been called to his notice on the 
Senate floor. It is understood that his op- 
ponent (and Ashurst as well) is limited by 
law to expenditure at the primary election 
of not more than $1000. This sum would 
just about suffice for the mailing of a 
postal card to each of Arizona's registered 
voters, but hardly would inelude the cost 
of the printing. Ashurst sent each a six- 
page letter in a nice government envelope, 
all paid for by the dear people. However, 
this is only an incident. The main matter 
before the voters of Arizona is the fact 
that now they are being given an opportu- 
nity to be represented in the Senate by 
one of their best and brainiest men. 
Judge Kibbey is recognized as the fore- 
most legal expert on irrigation in the West. 
possibly in the entire nation. It was he 
who first announced the now-accepted doc- 
trine that a water right attaches to a plat 
of land, from which it cannot be separated 
without loss of priority privileges. He set- 
tled all irrigation disputes within the Salt 
River Valley, where litigation once was 
continual. He drew up the plan for water 
users’ associations that was adopted by the 
Interior Department for all reclamation 
projects and served as attorney for the 
Phoenix and Yuma projects. He did good 
service to the Arizonans, too, as Governor 
in the later Territorial days, when, defying 
a Democratic and hostile majority in the

‘THE EVASIONS OF WILSON. 

It is difficult to answer the speech 
made by President Wilson to the bulls and 
bears of Baltimore for the reason given 
by the old f ho was a member of 
the Wisconsin Legislature—for not reply- 
ing to an attack made upon him by a fellow- 
member. “It strains a man terribly,” said 
he, “to kick at nothing.” 

Mr. Wilson's speech can be character- 
ized as Hamlet characterized that of Polo- 
nius, “Words, words, words.” It was des- 
titute of new ideas or of forcible presenta- 


tion of old ideas. He began his harangue. 


by assuring his hearers that they knew 
their own business—that of boosting and 
depressing the price of wheat—better than 
he did; but when it came to a knowledge 
of the laws of political economy in their 
relation to the prices of agricultural prod- 
ucts, neither Adam Smith nor Edward At- 
kinson nor David A. Wells was to be com- 
pared with the orator of the day. 

He said: “We have only begun in this 
country the process by which the full prod- 
uct of our agricultural acreage is to be ob- 
tained. The agricultural acreage of this 
country ought to produce twice what it is 
now producing, and under the stimulation 
and instruction”—which he would impart— 
“the agricultural production of the country 
would be doubled in twenty years, whereas 
there is no likelihood that the population 
of this country will be doubled within the 
same time.” 

These prophecies of the President were 
evidently evolved from his inner conscious- 
ness rather than from the census returns, 


which show that between 1800 and 1850—a 


period of fifty years—the population of the 
United States increased five times; de- 
tween 1850. and 1880—a period of thirty 
years—it a little more than doubled; be- 
tween 1880 and 1900 it increased only 50 
per cent., and between 1900 and 1910 less 
than 30 per cent. 

Between 1850 and 1880 the production of 
wheat increased 500 pbr cent.; between 
1880 and 1900 it increased only 4 per cent., 
and between 1900 and 1914 it increased 
over 70 per cent. Evidently increase of 
population and increase of wheat produc- 
tion have nothing to do with each other. 

The President would have endeared him- 
self to the farmers—who are a little shy 
of him just now on account of his tariff 


which placed competing Canadian farm 


products on the free list, and his increase 
of railway train hand wages, which increase 
they must pay in increased freight rates on 
farm products—if he had disclosed the 
process, of which he indicated he had 
knowledge, by which “the agricultural acre- 
age of this country can be made to produce 
twice what it is now producing.” 

The President passed, in his speech, from 
an increase of wheat production to a dis- 
sertation on the importance of capturing 
foreign markets for our productions by en- 
abling American bankers to loan foreign 
merchants the money with which to buy 
our products. This may have been inter- 
esting to the bulls, and bears of Baltimore 
as an abstract proposition, but with the 
existing political campaign it was “like the 
flowers that bloom in the spring, it had 
nothing to do with the case, tra la.” 

Upon the livine issues before the voters 
of this country the President said little or 
nothing, because probably he had nothing 
to say. He did not explain why he deemed 
it best to advise American citizens to keep 
out of Mexico and not to keep out of the

The tariff has been under discussion be- 
fore the American people at every national 
election for sixty years, and for an ex- 
president of Princeton to say that he advo- 
cated a tariff for revenue only, and was 
elected upon a platform that favored it, and 
then, with all the power of the pie counter, 
forced Congress to enact it and yet acted 
“without a sufficient knowledge of the facts 
upon which he was acting” is either an 
economization of the truth or else a state- 
ment that should remit him who utters it 
to the seclusion of private life. President 
Wilson told his audience that he “hoped 
he could find for the tariff commission 
men who will see the facts and state them; 
no matter whose opinion those facts con- 
tradict.” He will have to find them, then, 
among Republicans, for the kind of Demo- 
crats that Wilson would select for members 
of a tariff commission would not be in the 
least likely to “state the facts.” The Presi- 
dent professed to be making a nonpartisan 
speech and to be advocating a nonpartisan 
tariff commission; but he did not have 
enough nonpartisanship in. his system to 
state the fact that the Republicans created 
a nonpartisan tariff board and the Demo- 
crats knocked it in the head.

Germany Needs Oil. 

[Wall Street Journal:] Ru 
mania’s joining of the Entente 
shuts off a large source of petroleum 
supplies which Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary have had since the 
opening of the European war. This 
is likely to prove a hardship to the 
Teuton forces because of the enor- 
mous war demand for gasoline and 
lubricating oil. As a matter of fact, 
the war is being fought just as es- 
sentially on gasoline as it is with 
powder. Tha record of the warfare 
to date shows that railroads serv- 
ing the battle lines are easily put 
out of commission by artillery and 
bomb fire, and that supplying the 
lines then of necessity has to be 
by motor trucks. Reports show 
that enormous volumes of gasoline 
are being consumed, in one week 
of the Somme fighting the British 
using up — than 1,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasolin 


Russian offensive against 


Austria also threatens destruction 
of the Galician oil fields. Outside 
of Galicia and Rumania, Germany is 
not known to have any large source 
of petroleum, although 
small fields in Alsace and Hanover. 

The extent to which the Central 
Powers have relied on Rumanian 
ofl supplies is shown by the fact 
that they took more than 95 per 
cent. of the exports of petroleum 
products from Rumania last year. 
This feature has been especially 
disappointing to the English, who, 
for the most part, developed the 
Rumanian fields. The Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey is the 
other large interest in Rumania. 

In 1915 Germany, Austria and 
Bulgaria took 413,000 metric tons 
out of a total of 429,000 tons ex- 
ported by Rumania. The record of 
1916 shows a continuance of heavy 
shipments to the Central Powers. 
The figures for May, the latest 
available, show total exports of 
54,790 tons, against 33,368 tons in 
may, 1915, an increage of 21,423 
Out of total exports of 27,042 
tons of lubricating oils, Germany 
received 26,480 tons, Austria 316 
and Bulgaria 221. The other 25 
tons went to Turkey. Of. total 
kerosene shipments of 23,615 tons, 
Germany got 18,983 tons, Austria 
269, Bulgaria 532 and Turkey 1576. 
Germany and Bulgaria took all the 
Rumanian shipments of residuals.

SWEDEN AND THE WAR: 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.)

HERE is something generally 
1 sympathetic to Anglo-Saxons 
about all Scandinavians. We 
like the tall athletic figures, the 
manly and serious faces, the gentle- 
ness in normal intercourse touched 
by a suggestion of the possibility 
of terrific violence on occasion, the 
reasonableness with a background 
ef mysticism. Something of this 
sort is common to all the Scandi- 
navian nations, but their differences 
are almost as marked as their re- 
semblances. 


Sweden especially stands apart 


from the other two, Norway and 
Denmark. Her language seems 
older and more clear-cut, less worn- 
down at the edges. Her fine cour- 
tesy is more old-fashioned. Her 
beautiful literature broods more 
upon its memories and has more re- 
cently escaped from classicism. In 
spite of her increasing industrial 
prosperity the past has more hold 
upon her. The wars of the seven- 
teenth century seem closer to one 
there than Napoleon's wars do in 
France. The noble families, the 
soldiers, the upper classes generally, 
cannot yet shake off the influence 
of those days of proud poverty and 
intoxicating glory. Charles XII, to 
say nothing of Gustavus Adolphus 
or of Bernadotte, is a dangerous 
possession to a nation of only six 
million inhabitants. The portraits 
of the Great Adventure? seem to 
pursue one from town to town; the 
delicate face with its sinister half- 
smile, and a look in the eyes which 
suggests something like madness 
almost as much as his history does. 


It is a curious and a significant co-. 


incidence that two learned men in 
different parts of Sweden assured 
me that the best modern historians 


were beginning to hold that the or- 


dinary estimate of Charles XII was 

quite wrong; his political wisdom 

bee really as great as his general- 
ip. 

The past and the East: those are 
the two influences which may, from 
our point of view, mislead Sweden. 
While Norway looks geographically 
to the west, to the open seas, to 
Great Britain and America, Sweden 
looks for most of her external ideas 


| across the shut Baltic, to nothing 


but Finland and Russia and Ger- 
many. And there is no doubt which 
civilization 
Finns tell her what they think of 
the Russian government. Every- 
one who crosses the sea brings back 
accounts of the dirt and slackness 
and corruption of the Russian rule 
and the cleanliness and efficiency 
ef the German. A war between 


Russia and Germany seems to a 


sympathetic Swede like a war be- 
tween all that is backward and stag- 
nant on one side, and all that is 
strong and enlightened on the 
other. And if any new facts” 
come to shake his faith, there are 
always the Finns, with their unfor- 
gotten wrongs, to confirm it again, 
and there is the incessant German 
propaganda, 

It is marvelous propaganda. It 
would be a mistake to think of it as 
all lies and treachery, or to imagine 
that one could get such results from 
ordinary paid agents. Of course 
there are conscious inventions in 
abundance, like the official accounts 
of the damage done in London by 
the Zeppelins; there are conscious 
forgeries, like the famous John 
Burns speech; deliberate and care- 
ful lies, like the false quotation from 
Sir E. Grey, given with date and in- 
verted commas by the greatest Ger- 
man autliorities, that “our gain 
from the war would be even greater 
5 we, joined in than if we stayed 
out.” But underneath all the lying 


there is a burning enthusiasm. The 


enthusiasm no doubt borders on in- 
sanity; it sometimes betrays its own 
ambitions, it sometimes contradicts 
itself, it often offends its hearers by 
its undisguised self-worship. But I 
think that both by its extreme thor- 
oughness and by the contagious ef- 
fect of strong faith the German 
propaganda is a tremendous force. 
In Sweden it had a general start 
of twenty years or more in time of 
peace, and a special start of three 
weeks at the beginning of the war, 
when all communication with Eng- 
land was cut off and for a long time 
Swedish newspapers got all their 
news from German sources. Prob- 
ably Sweden is the only country in 
the world where humane and highly 
educated men think the sinking of 
the Lusitania a legitimate piece of 
“policy, and the violation of Belgium 
a necessary act of self-defense. I 
even found a minister of religion, a 
pleasant and well-informed man, 


to have avoided the war was for 
Russia to have laid down her arms 
and asked the Kaiser, as a disinter- 
ested and high-minded person, to ar- 
bitrate; and that even now the same 
method was still open to the allies, 
and the same disinterested arbi- 
trator still wiring to act!

Whether the white canners or the 
Japanese shall dominate the packing 
industry is a question that is deeply 
agitating the men in the cannery 
business, Ever since the industry 
started the canneries have depended 
principally upon Japanese fishermen. 
So keen did e competition for fish 


and better boats. 


A year ago this led to the organ- 
ization of a 


canneries. The plan resulted in con- 


abandoned after one season. 


The season has been a poor one, and, 
with the exception of three weeks 


year been sufficient fish to run the 
canneries to full capacity. 

The Halfhill cannery was not al 
member of the Tuna Exchange and 


in financing the Japanese. 
it is alleged, the Halfhill company | 
built a big tender boat and went out. 
on the high seas and bought fish at 
an advanced price from the Japa-.

Brea, which sailed for South America 
with a cargo of crude oil. 
The tank steamer, inspected by a 
group of oil men, wag recently built” 
by the Union Oil Company, but ac- 
cording to rumor, the new syndicate 
is not confined to the stockholders 
interested in one company. Ship- 
yards along the coast have contracts 
for vessels that will keep them busy 
at least three years and the demand 
for new ships made the need of 
new yards urgent. 
It is known that one of the lead- 
ing oil men of Los Angeles made an 
extensive study of conditions of this 
coast a few months ago with a view 
of establishing a plant here. His 
decision in the matter hinged, it is 
said, on the question of getting steel 
cheaply enough to meet the com- 
petition of eastern yards. This prob- 
lém is now said to have been solved 
although details have not yet been 
made public.

DEATH NOTE IS 
QUEER PUZZLE. 


Black-hand Suspect Taken in 
Custody, Released. 


After a day of confinement in the 


Sheriff's office, while officers investi- 
gated charges of extortion brought 


against him, D. Cuicci was yester- 
day evening released on the order 
of Sheriff Cline. It was impossi- 
ble to unravel the tangled skein of 
evidence presented by numerous in- 
dividuals. 

Cuicci was arrested early in the 
morning at the instigation of Mrs. 
Mary B. Rubio of Bell Station, who 
had received a letter demanding 
$275.85 and threatening death un- 
less this amount was given to “Pas- 


‘|qualli” before many hours. This 


amount is the same as that asked 
for by the fruit man, whose wagon 
was smashed in a collision with 
Mrs. Rubio’s automobile about two 
months ago. 

Yesterday she went to the Sixth-

tion, all marked, and he accepted 
and receipted for the amount. 
Deputy Sheriffs Anderson and Modie, 
who were aware of what was going 
on, stepped in immediately after the 
transaction and took the fruit mer- 
chant into custody.

Constable Harris of V „ who 
investigated the matter, was called 
into conference yesterday and stat- 
ed the two notes were so similar 
they were probably written by the 
same person.
